When the bodies were found the theory of 
accidental suffocation was most clearly dis- 
proved and then the suicide theory was re- 
sorted to, but that also had to be abandoned. 
There was uo reason for him committing sui- 
cide, and even if there was there was no rea- 
son why Mrs. Boedeker should follow him up- 
stairs and wait in an adjoining room until he 
had destroyed his life. His business affairs 
were in excellent condition. He was not in

Most of this was payable to his wife, and his 
wife died with him. His business while he 
was attending to it was worth much more 
than this. He had a stone quarry and was in 
partnership with others in the lime and coal 


business.

It was after studying over these facts a little 
that those who knew him became convinced 
that Mr. Boedeker was murdered and began 
looking for the man or men in a desultory 
sort of way and also for a motive. 

The motive was easily found, for Mr. 
Boedeker usually carried quite a sum of 
money about with him and sometimes made 
collections after office hours. He almost in- 
variably had $200 in his pockets,” said Sheriff 
M:Namara. “I have frequently seen him 
with that much and several times I have told 
him that it was dangerous. He always re- 
plied that he would like to see anybody get it 
away from him. He was a very generous man, 
and had not an enemy in the world. I am 
convinced that robbery is at the bottom of it 
all. 

The Sheriff agrees with others on this point, 
among them practically all the relatives of 
Mr. and Mrs. Boedeker.

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RUSHES THE GRANTS. 


OOMMITTEE AOTS ON IMPORTANT 
ORDINANCES WITH HASTE. 


Four Measures Recommended Without the 
Formality of s Discussion 
Printed by the Council, and May Be 
Acted Upon Next Week —Seeming 
Hurry of Some Members to Get the 
Concessions Through—What They Are 
and the Effect Each May Have. 

Some members of the C whoare likely 
to be retired to private early next month 
are evidently preparing for the event. The 
members of the Committee on Gas, Oil, and 
Electric Lights are specially “bent on busi- 


nens, as they would express it. At the meet | 


ing of that committee yesterday no less than 
four ordinances for tearing up the streets 
and alieys of the city were recommended 
for passage without tive minutes’ considera- 
tion for anyone of them, Last night Ald. 
Morris, the Chairman of the committee, who, 
to do him justice, opposed the recommenda- 
tion and deprecated hasty action, reported the 
recommendations to the Council. Under the 
rules the ordinances recommended were laid 
over and published and may be taken up at 


1. The Henry Watson gag ordinance, which pro- 
vides for laying gas mains in all the streeta, al- 
leys, avenues, and public places of the city, and 
the charging for gas at tho rate of $1.20 per 1,000 
cubic feet. 

2. The Morse Electric Light, Heat and Power 
company ordinance, which proposes to give a cor- 
poration, the backers of which are wholly un- 
known, the right to lay electric wires and condu- 
its through all streets, alleys, and avenues of the 
city, and to charge such price for services as its 

rs may deem fit. 

. The Chicago West Division Gas company, 
which is granted the right to lay mains, pipes, 
etc., the same as Henry Watson heretofore men- 
tioned and to charge the same prices. 

4. To another electric lighting company, the 
Sparr & Weiss concern, it 1s proposed to issue a 
permit to lay wires in the vicinity of Milwaukee 
avenue along West Indiana street, Union street, 
and other thoroughfares, and to charge such 
prices as the promoters deem proper. 

How the Work Was Done. 


There were present at the meeting of the 
committee when these measures were recom- 
mended, besides Chairman Morris, Ald. M. J. 
O'Brien, Stanley Kunz, Kenny, Rohde, Mualvi- 
hill, Stuckart, Carey, Haynes, and Brennan. 
The absentees were Wall, Cook, and Keats, 
Ald. Morris and Ald. Haynes were the only 
persons who protested against the recom- 
mendations, The Henry Watson ordinance 
was taken up first. It was intro- 
duced some time ago by Ald. Henry Stuckart 
of the Sixth Ward, who said it was handed 
to him as he came to the Council by some 
friend, whose name he aid not want to give. 
He did not know then who Henry Watson 
was. Last night he did not know. He said 
that he heard that Henry Watson lived in 
Mount Pleasant.“ 

“Where is Mount Pleasant?’ he was 
asked: He answered by pointing to his 
colleague, Ald. W. J. O’Brien, who said: 

It is down in my ward.“ That is all the 
information that could be obtained about the 
matter. The peculiarity of the ordinance is 
that it proposes to grant the privilege to an 
individual and not to a company. 

The Morse Light, Heat, and Power com- 
pany is also an old Council favorite. It was 
defeated in the Council once before and re- 


committed on motion of its intro- 


ducer, 


fore that the Siemens-Halske electric com- 
bination, the Fort Wayne Jeany company, 
and other electrical concerns were behind it. 
No questions were asked yesterday as to its 
promoters. . 

The Chicago West Division Gas company 
ordinance was introduced by Ald, Fred 
Rohde. He gave the name of one of the pro- 
movers as August Lueders, Piesident of the 
West Side Saloonkeepers’ Association, and 
Lueders was always around when it was likely 
to be considered. It was said that this ordi- 
nance was in the interest of the gas corpora 
tion which now does business in the Town of 
Cicero and which proposes to extend its mains 
and pipes iato the City of Chicago. 

Railroaded Through the Committee. 

When the Watson ordinance was called up for 
consideration at yesterday’s meeting the clerk 
started in to read it, buf Ald. Kunz interrupt- 
ed to move its passage. Let's get it back 
to the Council,” said he, and have it printed 
in the proceedings.” Morris, Hayes, and 
Carey called for a continued reading, and the 
clerk -proceeded a little farther, when Ald. 
Kunz again moved the passage of the ordi- 
nance. Chairman Morris entertained the mo- 
tion and it prevailed. 

** I object,’ called Ald. Haynes, and de- 
mand the reading of the ordinance. We dun’t 
know what it means.”’ 

Ald. Morris told him he was too late, but 
Ald. Haynes insisted. Further debate was in- 
terrupted by the reading of another ordinance, 
and the Watson measure was recorded as rec- 
ommended for passage. 

The ordinance, as recommended, grants to 
Henry Watson and his assigns the right to 
construct and operate gas works in the city, 
together with the right of way along and un- 
der all the avenues, streets, alleys, and public 
places in the city for the purpose of maintain- 
ing lines of gas pipes and feeders for lighting 
and fuel supply. The company is required to 
replace streets in good sondition, and is for- 
bidden to charge more than 25 cents a foet 
for service pipes. It is compelled, further, to 
extend its mains to any block when requested 
by a two-thirds vote of the Aldermen elected. 
A right is given the city to appoint gas in- 
spectors who shall have the power to protect 
the city and individual consumers against 
‘oppression and fraud.“ These city inspect- 
ors are empowered also to certify to the cor- 
rectness of bills rendered by the company, 
the grantee of the franchise to pay expenses 
of inepection. 


Rates to consumers are fixed at a maxitnum 


. hmit of $1.20 a thousand feet, provided a re- 


bate of 20 cents a thousand feet is allowed on 
all bills paid before the 10th of each month. 
Gas furnished the city for use in public buila- 
ings is to be charged for at the rate of 75 
cents a thousand feet, and for gas used for 
street lighting an annual rate of $17.50 for 
each lamp is fixed. The city is given 2 per 
cent annually of the net profits earned by 
Watson or his assigns. In case the owners of 
the franchise within three years from date of 
passage of the ordinance shall not have built 
gas works sufficient to distribute not less than 
10,000,000 feet in every thirty days the meas- 
ure provides that the grant shall be void. The 
company is also required to expend $100,000 
on its plant within the specified three years 
and to execute and file with the City Clerk a 
bond of $650,000 to insure faithful perform- 
ance of the obligations proposed by the ordi- 
nance. No work on the streets or other pub- 
lie places shall be attempted before Nov. 1, 
1893. 


The Chicago West Division company’s ordi- 
nance provides for practically the same as 


the Wateon ordinance. It was not réad. It 4 


Even 
Ald. Haynes did not know that it was acted 
on. Nor did Ald. Morris until the report was 
handed him for signature.

BUILDINGS CRUSHED BY FALLING WALLS. 


Wind Causes Fire Ruins to Collapse at 
Toledo, Resulting in Heavy Losses. 

Totapo, O., March 20.—Shortly after 7 
o’clock this evenmg the west wall of the 
burned Wheeler Opera- House was blown 
down on the roofs of the buildings lately oc- 
eupied by Peter Sattler, harness, and T. D. 
Parker, groceries, completely wrecking them. 
The three-story building across the alley from 
Parker’s likewise suffered, its east wall 
being torn out. Parker sold out this 
morning to George L. H. Davis, and though 
nothmg definite is known it is feared that 
Davis or some of the attaché. of the stores 
may be buried in the ruins. Immediately 
after the wall fell an explosion of gas or oil 
ensued, and in afew minutes the ruins were 
in flames. The hose companies were sum- 
moned, and after much difficulty succeeded in 
drownmg the blaze. Assistant Fire-Chief 
Elling haa a narrow escape from being 
crushed to death when a second portion of the 
Gilhouse building fell in. The loss will be be- 
tween $35,000 and $50,000.

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DR. ALLPORT IS DEAD. 


THE OLD-TIME DENTIST PASSES 
AWAY EARLY THIS MORNING. 


He Expires at His Home, No. 69 Maple 
Street, After an Illness of Several Weeks 
~Interesting Facts in the Doctor's Life 
“His Early Experiences in Chicaco— 
Honors Won by His Skill and Genius— 
A Progressive Character in His Pro- 
fession. 

Dr. W. W. Aliport died at his residence, No. 

69 Maple street, at 1:30 o’clock this morning. 

His condition had been somewhat better for a 


few days, and it was not until yesterday that 


the turn for the worse came, In fact, a few

days ago the physician had some hopes that 
the long attack of erysipelas might be con- 
trolled. The disease yesterday turned, and in 
the weakened condition of the patient he could 
not rally, but succumbed. He was attended 
to the end by his family. 

[Dr. Walter Webb Allport was born at Lorain, 
Jefferson County, N. I., in June, 1824. > 
was of English descent, and Sir James 
port, one of the greatest railroad men in 
England, and Dean Allport were his cous 
ins. In 1844 he entered the office of Prof. Amasa 
Trowbridge at Watertewn to study medicine. In 
1846 he determined to devote his attention to 
dentistry, and in 1853 entered the New York 
Dental College in the double capacity of student 
and denionstrator. He graduated from that in- 
stitution in 1853, removed to Chicago in 1854, and 
bas practiced his profession here ever since. He 
married Miss Sarah Maria Haddock at Water- 
town in 1847. Dr. Allport's beginning in Chicago 
wasa modest one. A room 7 by 8 feet in size on 
Lake street furnished ample accommodations for 
him and 4 physician. Dr. Allport occupied one 
corner of the room. operating case consisted 
of a board nailed across the angle and covered 
with a newspaper, and his chair he had rented 


humble office, showing that from the first he had 
been a skillful operator, 

In 1888 Dr. Allport was elected President of the 
Western Dental Society; in 1860 he was elected 


tho first Chairman of the American Dental Asso- 


ciation ; in 1865 he was elected President of the 
American Dental convention; and in 1886 he was 
elected President of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation. In 1881 Rush Medical College conferred 
on him the honorary degree of M. D., and for 


f 


Microscupical Society and for a long while its 
President. He was largely instrumental in the 
organization of the American Dental Association 
and in projecting the World's Colambian Dental 
Congress to be held in Chicago this summer, of 
which it was tly expected that he would 
be the President. He was aiso the editor for two 
years of the People’s Dental Journal. 

Dr. Allport was an accepted authority upon all 
subjects connected with dentistry, to which he 
devoted special attention, and he enjoyed the 
honor of having been the first dentist in the 
world to take advantage of the cohesive proper- 
ties of gold for the purpose of restoring the front 
teeth to their original form when large portions 
have been lost by decay. This interesting fact is 
established by the report of a society meeting 
published in the New York Dental Recorder in 
1856. 

Dr. Allport was a man of venerable and distin- 
guished appearance, with a commanding figure, a 
noble head, and features expressive of intelli- 
gence, precision, honesty, and courage. He was 
pleasing and affable in manner, easily approached 
by young men, always ready to learn, and with an 
unfailing charitable instinct. But no man was 
harder to impose upon, and when he scented croeok- 
edness he became excessively belligerent. Like 
all positive characters he had devoted friends 
and unforgiving enemies, but both alike 
respected his integrity and his independence. He 
was a member of Grace Episcopai Church and was 
once a Mason, but he belonged to no club and no 
secret order. He always found his delight in 
his own home with his large and interesting fam-

NARONICSURELY LOST 


TWO OF ITS LIFE-BOATS FOUND IN 
MIDOOEAN, 


— ᷣ 


British Steamer Coventry Reaches Bremen 

with the First Intelligence from the 
Missing White Star Line Freighter— 
Probably Crushed in a Sea of Ico— 
Chances That at Least a Portion of the 
Crew Has Been Rescued—Story of the 
Sarnia’s Disablement. 

Bumm, March 20.—Intelligence has been 
received concerning the White Star line freight 
steamer Naronic, which sailed from Liverpool 
Feb. 11 for New York, and which has not 
since been beard of, showing beyond doubt 
that it is lost. The British steamer Coventry, 
Capt. Wilson, from Fernandina, Feb. 10, ar- 
rived at this port today. It reports that at 2 
o’clock on the morning of March 4, when in 
latitude 42 north, longitude 46 west, it passed 
a life-boat, painted white, bearing the name 
„% Naronſe, The boat was floating keel up- 
ward. At2é’clock on the afternoon of the 
same day another life-boat from the Naron io 


was passed, This boat gave evidence of hav- | 


mg encountered a heavy sea. The mast and 
oars of the life-boat had been lashed together 
and attached to the painter, and then thrown 
overboard as a sea anchor to keep the boat’s 
head up to the wind and sea. 

Judging from appearances neither of the 
boats had been Jong adrift. The position of 
the drifting boats was about south by west of 
Sable Island on the banks of Newfoundland. 
There is a chance that the occupants of the 
boats were picked up by a passing vessel. 

Capt. Wilson, the commander of the Coven- 
try, stated that he was not able to plainly de- 
cipher the name on the first lifeboat passed 
by the steamer, but there is no doubt in his 
mind that it was Naronic. The boat being 
capsized rendered the reading of the name al- 
most impossible, as the letters reversed could 
only be seen when the ends of the boat were 
thrown clear out of the sea. When the Cov- 
entry came up with tne second lifeboat the 
name pain on it was plainly discernible.

Signals from a Vessel Passing Deal That It 
Has Shipwrecked Sailors Aboard. 
Livexroor, March 20.—Officials of the White 
Star line company here have received the full 
report of the steamer Coventry, which arrived 
at Bremen today. Their advices show that 
the last lifeboat of tne Naronic passed by the 
Coventry was recently occupied by a portion 
of the Naronic’s crew. All doubt as to the 
fate of the Naronic has been dispelled 
by the sighting of its lifeboats. That 
it is at the bottom of the ocean 
cannot be disputed, but the cause of the dis- 
aster is, of course, still a matter of conjecture.

BELIEVES IT STILL FLOATS, 


Mr. Kersey Not Satisfied That the Naronic 
Has Foundered. 3 

New Yorx, March 20.— Special. —In spite 
of the report of the Coventry, the White Star 
agents here were by no means inclined today 
to concede that the loss of the Naronic had 
been assured. Maitland Kersey, the New 
York manager of the line, said the dis- 
covery of the two lifeboats by no means 
proved the less of the steamship. 
How this could be so, in view of the fact that 
the mast and oars of ane of the lifeboats were 
lashed together and had evidently been thrown 
overboard asa sea-anchor, Mr. Kersey did 
not explain. In all there were six life- 
boats on the Naronic, Mr. Kersey 
said, and she had lifebelts and liferafts. Any 
one of the lifeboats could easily have carried 
all those on board, Including Capt. Roberts 
the company of the Naronic numbered but 
fifty-five men, in spite of the reportsof a 
large number. entire number on 
board, the manager said, could not have 
exceeds seventy men. Until somet more 
definite is known, he declared, he w not 
give up all hope of the vessel, In the minds 
of the White Star agents the discovery of the 
boats by no means discloses the locality where 
the Naronic met disaster, admitting that she 
was lost. Her boats may have covered 
many a weary mile of ocean waste since the 
vessel went down. Sea Captains also thought 
it likely that some of the crew had been dis- 
patched by Capt. Roberts in the boats for 
assistance, and that all hands had taken to 
them to escape going down with the ship.

AS HEAD OF THE NEW STREET 
OLEANING DEPARTMENT. 


The Mayor’s Appointee Confirmed by the 
Council After a Short Discussion—Ald. 
Hepburn’s Ordinance for the Establish- 
ment of a Naval Academy and Yacht 
Harbor Is Passed—Provisions of the 
Measure—Midway Plaisance Viadacts to 
Be Narrowed—Other Business Done. 


Mayor Washburne presided for a brief time 
over the Council last evening and presented 
the appointment of George S. Welles for the 
office of Superintendent of new Bureau of 
Street Cleaning created by an ordinance 
passed at the last meeting. Mr. Welles is a 
street cleanmg contractor and has held con- 
tracts for work in the business district for 
a number of year4. His appointment was the 
result of conference with the Citizens’ As- 
sociation organized in the interest of street 
cleaning. 

Ald. Eilert moved to refer the appointing 
message to the Judiciary committee. Ald. 
Mann moved to suspend the rules and obtain 
a vote on the confirmation. The motion to 
suspend was withdrawn to allow debate. Aid. 
Madden argued that important work could be 
accomplished before a new administra- 
tion came into power. He said the 
Finance committee needed advice of the 
Superintendent in making appropriations and 
that the appointment should be confirmed. 
Ald. Ellert replied that he could see no reason 
why street cleaning should not continue fora 
few weeks longer in the department that had 
been in charge for two years. Ald. Kent said 
the issue was not between one admiuistration 
and another, but between clean streets and 
thoroughfares in their present condition. 
There was no reason, he said, why streets 
should remain in their present condition for 
sixty days. Ald. Hepburn said that Mr. 
Welles was the best man that could be selected 
and would make the most of the short time 
remaining before May 1. Ald. McGillen spoke 
in favor of confirming the nomination. Ald. 
Martin moved to suspend the rules for the 
purpose of votingon the appointment. On 
roll-call the rules were suspended, Ald. Schu- 
macher and Ellert voting alone in the nega- 
tive. The nomination was confirmed. 

Yacht Harbor Ordinance Passed. 

Ali. Hepburn’s yacht harbor and naval 
academy ordinance was passed by a vote of 42 
to 9. The ordinance is essentially as follows: 


Sec. 1. That so much of Lake Michigan as lies 
to the south of Fifty-first street and to the north 
of Fifty-third street and east of the breakwater 
now loca between said streets as may be made 
into a suitable harbor (by the construction of an 
outer breakwater) for the uses and purposes here- 
in mentioned, is hereby set apart as and for a 

ublic harbor for yachts and other water craft; 
id harbor and its use must not conflict with 
inconsistent with the grant of the public 
fronting upon the same, anything herein con- 

1 to the contrary notwithstanding. Said 
harbor and the landing thereof shall be public and 
for common use, and as such shall be and remain 
under the jurisdiction and control of the Board 
of Municipal and Public Authorities of the City of 
Chicago. 

Permission and authority are hereby given to 
the yacht club upon the conditions hereinafter ex- 
pressed, to establish, erect, and carry on a naval 
school or academy, under the management, ap- 
proval, and control of a Board of Kegents, and to 
construct and maintain a suitable building there- 
for in said harbor at such point as shall be desig- 
nated by the Commissioner of Public Works, at a 
distance not less than 100 feet east of the present 
breakwater. provided a breakwater hall be built 
by said yacht club east of said academy so as to 
protect the present pier and break water. 

Provided, The permission and authority here- 
by granted are granted upon the following ex- 

ress conditions: That the State of Illinois shall 

y appropriate legislation consent thereto; 
said school or academy shall be known as the 
Chicago Naval Academy; that the Secretary of 
the Navy of the United States, the Governor of 
the State of Lilinois, the Mayor of the City of 
Chicago, the United States Collector of the ner 
of Chicago, and the two members of the City 
Council represent the ward in which said acad- 
emy is situated shall be and continue to be ex- 
officio members of said Board of Regents. That 
the building for said Naval Academy shall not 
exceed in dimensions 150 feet on its east and west 
exposure and 225 feet on its north and south er- 
posure, and shail be placed at least 100 feet east 
of the present breakwater in front of the said 
park and as may be prescribed by the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works of the City of Chicago 
and that the same shall cost at least $80,000, an 
shall be completed on or before Jan. 1, 1894 
That plans for said building shall be first submit- 
ted to the Commissioner of Public Works of the 
City of Chicago, and be satisfactory to and ap- 
proved by him, and said building shall be con- 
structed under the supervision of the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works. That the said buildi 
shall be erected and maintained, and said nava 
school established, conducted, and carried on 
without expense to the City of Chicago. 


Shall Improve the Harbor. 


Sec. 2. The yacht club aforesaid shall. at its 
own expense and without expense tothe city, 
improve said harbor or haven for yachts and 
other vessels and crafts not engaged in commerce, 
in accordance with the terms of the license is- 
sued by said Secretary of War of the United 
States, and also in accordance with the terms 
prescribed in the following section of this 
ordinance. 

The yacht club aforesaid shall, at its den er- 
pense and without expense to the Gity of. Chica- 
go, except as to so much of the funds nom on hand 
in the City Treasury appropriated and to be ex- 
pended for the improvement of said park. improve 
and maintain the ground of said East End Park 
upon such plans and in such manner as the Com- 
missioner of Public Works shall approve and di- 
rect, and under the supervision and to the ap- 
proval of the said Commissioner of Public Works. 

The City of Chicago does not, by this ordi- 

ertake to grantor confer any right, 
» rivilege inconsistent with the grant 
of the public park fronting upon said proposed 
harbor, or that is not in the power of said cit 
to grant or confer; and the City of Chicago sh 
not become or be in any way liable for oron ac- 
count of anything done or suffered under the pro- 
visions hereof; and that the grant of permission 


-and authority hereby made does not authorize 


anyth which would or might involve any 
such liability on the part of the City of Chicago. 

For any violation of, or default in, the perform- 
ance or o ance of any of the provisions of 
this ordinance on the part of the yacht club 
aforesaid or the said Board of Regents, the per- 
mission and autbority hereby granted, and all 
right or authority of the said Board of Regents 
and the yacht club aforesaid under this ordi- 
nance, shall cease and determine. | 

Sec. 3. The yacht club aforesaid and the shid 
Board of Regents are hereby further authorized, 
but at its or their own expense, and without ex- 
pense to the City of Chicago, within such time as 
the Commissioner of Public Works of the City of 
Chicago shall prescribe and limit; and accordi 
to plans to be prescribed or approved by the sai 
Commissioner of Public.

A number of World's Fair officials, includ- 
ing President Higinbotham, were present in 
the Chamber in the interests of viaducts over 
Woodlawn, Stony Island, adison 
avenues, According to the ordinance passed 
some weeks ago the width of these cross- 
ings is fixed at sixty-six feet.

MAY SUE AN EX-TREASURER’S BONDSMEN 


Nebraska’s Only Hope to Recoup Its Loss 
from the Lincoln Bank Failure. 

Ixcolx, Neb., March 20.—[Special.]—The 
testimony taken by the Legislative Investigat- 
ing committee which looked after the matter 
of State funds in the Capital National Bank 
was filed tonight. A report from the com- 
mittee will go to the Legislature tomorrow or 
Wednesday. It appears from the evidence 
taken by the committee that the only hope the 
State has of recovering any of the money is in 
bringing suit against the bondsmen of ex- 
Treasurer Hill. On the stand that gentleman 
told tne committee he could have got all tne 
money on deposit in the defunct bank in cash on 
the day he made the transfer to Treasurer 
Bartley, but the latter agreed to take the cer- 
tificates of deposit in lieu of the funds. Hill 
declined to say on what ground he made the 
statement. He said the money was left in the 
bank at the instance of Bartley. On his be- 
half Bartley said the money was left in the 
bat. k because that was the only institution in 
the State that had complied with the law in 
regard to State deposits, He knew the 
State money on deposit was equal to 
the entire capital stock of the bank 
and for that reason drew out $30,000. He had 
intended coecking more but was prevented 
by the failure. R. C. Outcalt, cashier of the 
bank, declined to answer any questions con- 
cerning the available assets of the bank when 
it was closed. He said he knew, but did not 
think proper to tell. At the time it closed the 
bank owed to depositors between $600,000 and 
$700,000. Osear Frinke, receiving teller of 
the bank, said he checked up the cash 
the night before the bank closed and 
that there was but $13,000 on hand. 
The bank was overdrawn in Omaha and New 
York and had rediscounted all its avaiiable 
paper. He did not know wien any funds 
could be obtained. He known for two 
weeks of the critical condition of the bank 
and had told President Mosher of the scarcity 
of currency, but the latter gave the matter 
nv attention. Depositors were withdrawing 
their accounts and correspondents had ceased 
to du business with the bank. Mosher knew 
this but made no effort tosave the bank. 
Bank-Examiner Griffith said the State 
had on deposit in round numbers 
$285,000, but the books of the banks only 
showed $86,000 credited. A certificate of de- 
posit for $150,000 in favor of the State was 
found in President Mosher’s private drawer.

Peter H. Smith, one of Chicago's millionaires, 
died in Hot Springs, Ark., Monday. He went to 
the Arkansas resort four weeks ago on account 
of failing health. Mr. Smith was widely known 
in business circles. He was President of the 
Straus & Jandorf Shoe company, No. 187 Fifth 
avenue, had large interests in granite quarries in 
the Thousand Islands. and owned ranches in the 
West. He was born in Ireland sixty years ago 
and had lived in this forty years. Eight 
years ago he married thé. of John O'Brien 
of Toledo, O., who survives him. There are no 
children. The funeral will held from

THE SOHOOL BOARD. 


Committee on Management Makes a Ma- 
jority Report Favoring the Retention of 
German as a Special Stuéy—William H.

Gersten berg, in presenting the petition, said 
that it represented the views of thousands of 
women.

REGISTER TODAY.

Petitions were filed in the City Clerk’s office 
‘Saturday in favor of four independent candi- 
dates for Alderman who are much more de- 
serving of support than the regular nominees 
in the wards for which they have been nomi- 
nated. They are Addison Ballard of the Sec- 
ond Ward, Dr. John Krebs of the Fifth Ward, 
Willis G. Jackson of the Twelfth Ward, and 
Thomas J. Gallagher of the Nineteenth Ward. 
All four should be elected. Their success 
would be in the interests of honest government 
and intelligent legislation in the Council. 

Mr. Addison Ballard is a retired merchant, 
a capable, earnest, high-minded public man. 
He was an excellent member of a former Coun- 
cil. He served in the County Board most 
creditably. The Second Ward, which has 
contributed many excellent representatives 
to the Council, would do itself honor by elect- 
ing him. There are three other candidates in 
the ward, all obscure persons havingno quali- 
fications for the office. Two of them (one 
an ex Police Sergeant and the other a cheap 
City Hall clerk), call themselves Republicans, 
while the Democratic nominee is a may of 
little capacity and no experience. If the re- 
spectabie citizens of the ward will put a cross 
in the square on the official ballot before Mr. 
Ballard’s name on election day his success is 
assured. 

In the Fifth Ward, apparently as the result 
of a bargain between the machine Repub- 
licans and the machine Democrats, another 
City Hall clerk has been nominated on ‘the 
Republican ticket against the outgoing Al- 
derman, who has been renominated by the 
Democrats. This Alderman is one of the 
poorest sticks in the present Council. His 
vote has been against every good measure and 
for every suspicious one passed through that 
body for two years. Dr.John Krebs, who 
has been nominated by the Independents, is 
a bright German dentist of good character 
and respectable associations and antecedents, 
He pledges himself to act with the reform 
members of the Council and ought to be 
elected. The Republican and Democratic 
nominees are both Irishmen. The Germans 
have the majority of the voters in the ward 
and they ought to rally with the other res pec- 
table citizens to the support of Dr. Krebs. 

Willis G. Jackson, President of the Real. 
Estate Board, a man of great ability, much 
public spirit, and unquestioned integrity, has 
been nominated by the leading citizens of the 
Twelfth Ward against James L. Campbell, 
who has been repudiated more than once by 
the Twelfth-Warders, and ought to be elected. 
Last year Campbell bolted the Republican 
nomination and ran as an Independent. He 


‘cannot complain this year if the Republicans 


for good reasoas bolt his nemination, The 


eleztion of Mr. Jackson would be an honor to 
the ward and a great service to the,city. 
In the Nineteenth. Ward the Republicans 


| have had the good judgment to indorse 


Thomas J. Gallagher, the Independent-Demo- 
cratic candidate for Alderman, Mr. Gallagher 
is a young Irish business-man residing in the 
ward. Heisa man of capacity and intelli- 
gence, a good speaker, who has an honorable 
ambition to be a useful public man. The 
Democrats are running three candidates, two 
of them groggery-keepers, against him. There 
ought not to be much doubt about Mr. 
Gallagher’s election. 

It will be an easy matter for the intelligent 
citizen to express his preference for the Inde- 
pendent Aldermanic candidates at the forth- 
coming election. All he has to do after put- 
ting a cross in the circie at the head of the 
city ticket of his choice is to put a mark in 
the square before the name of the Alderman 
he prefers. 


CLEVELAND AND HAWAII. 

The withdrawal of the treaty for the annex- 
ation of Hawaii, followed by the selection asa 
Commissioner to investigate the state of af- 
fairs in the islands of Mr. Blount of Georgia, 
who is generally understood to be hostile to 
annexation, and by intimations by persons 
supposed to have some knowledge of the Pres- 
ident’s intentions that Hawaii will not be an- 
nexed, leaves no room for doubt that the treaty 
which he withdrew will not be replaced by 
another and that his commission has been a 
pointed merely to find pretexts for rejecting 
the application of the provisional government 
of Hawaii. 

It is stated that the President-would like to 
have an affirmative vote of the inhabitants of 
the islands as a preliminary to annexation. It 
is intimated that he is anxious to find out the 
real sentiments of the Kanakas, or natives, 
whose highest idea of government is a des- 
potism and who, owing to thousands of years 
of inherited habit, hold to the Asiatic doctrine 
of the uncontrolled rule of one man or wom- 
an and serf-like dependence, on the part of the 
rest of the community, on the will of the des- 
pot for justice, propefty, and life. 

What is the use of sending an unfriendly 
Commissioner to Hawaii to find out how na- 
tives who cannot govern themselves, and who 
vote as they are told to, will vote, when it is 
notorious that 75 per cent of the property and 
commerce of the islands isin the hands of 
Americans, that Americans constitute the 
mass of the self-governing and intelligent in- 


“habitants, and that the large German ele- 


ment isin favor of annexation to the United 
States? 

Why does President Cleveland ignore these 
facts? Why does he coolly brush aside as if 
unworthy of notice the commercial and ma- 
rine value of the islands to the United States, 
and their immense importance to this coun- 
try owing to their commanding position in the 
Pacific after the Nicaragua Canal is com- 
pleted? He appears to be unable to look 
ahead or to see the possibilities of the future. 
There is a tide in the affairs of nations as well 
as of men, but President Cleveland is not 
keen-eyed enough to see the critical moment 
or to avail himself of its opportunities. 

Supposing his predecessors had been no 
wiser than he, what would the present terri- 
torial area of the United States be? That of 
the original thirteen colonies and not an acre 
more. The United States would today be 
confined within the boundaries specifi 
the treaty of peace with Great Britain a 
hundred and ten years ago. Not an inch 
more would have been acquired, for Cleve- 
land’s peculiar ideas would have stood in the 
way of every addition, from that of Louisiana 
down to thatof Alaska. If the Indians of 
the last-named possession had had a Cleve- 
land and a Blount to encourage them they 
would have voted against annexation. 

If Jefferson had shared the cramped and 
pent-up views of Cleveland as regards national 
boundaries not an acre of the vast Louisiana 
purchase would be American territory. 
Florida would nét have been purchased at a 
later day, and would belong to Spain as 
Cuba does. If Polk and his party had been 
actuated by the anti-annexation sentiments of 
Cleveland, California, New Mexico, etc., 
would not have become part of the Union 
without a preliminary vote in favor of an- 
nexation by the Mexican greasers who lived 
there in 1848. 

If the policy of the parent race—the Eu- 
glish—had been like the Quaker policy of 
Cleveland that mighty empire would be 
dwarfed to the Island of Great Britain. It is 
doubtful whether, if the Cleveland idea had 
prevailed, either Scotland or Wales would 
have been annexed. 

As it has become apparent that President 
Cleveland does not mean to let himself be 
satisfied of the wiedom and advisability of an- 
nexing Hawaii; it only remains for him to 
cast off the mask, avow his real sentiments, 
direct that the American flag be hauled down 
from the government buildings, to recall 
Minister Stevens, replace him with a Blount, 
order the American war vessels back to San 
Francisco, and let things take their course 
until 1897, when the Republicans return to 
power. The latter at that time will find the 
islands under the paw of the English lion, 
turned over to a foreign power by the Quakers 
of a Democratic administration. The situa- 
tion will be very different from what it is now. 


FOR PROPERTY-OWNER®S CONSIDERATION 

From $12,000,000 to $15,000,000 will be spent 
for public works under the special assessment 
system in Chicago this year. 

The Commissioner of Public Works has al- 
ready let eight hundred contracts for street 
improvements, the aggregate cost of which 
will be about $3,000,000. Contracts for street 
improvements iavolving a much larger 
amount are yet to be let. This will include 
asphalt, cedar block, macadam, and granite 
block pavements. 

Several miles of sewers will be laid in the 
new wards under the special assessment plan. 
One of these, the Wentworth avenue sewer, 
which will drain the Pullman and South Eu- 
glewood sections into the Calumet River, will 
cost in the neighborhood of $1,000,000. The 
aggregate cost for sewers this year will prob- 
ably be about $5,000,000, 

Water mains will be laid by special assess- 
ment and other improvements made under the 
same system, There are few property-owners 
in the city who will nut be asked to contribute 
to the aggregate cost. It is important there- 
fore for them that the money should be ex- 
pended honestly, judiciously, and economic. 
ally; that the improvements made shall be of 
a substantial and durable character. To m- 
sure this there must be an honest and faithful 
municipal government conducted on business 
principles—a gaverument which will appoint 
proper inspectors of public works and which 
will insist that the contractors shall live up to 
the terms of their agreements as to the 
material used and the workmanship. It is 
important also that the municipal government 
shall insist that the property-owners shall not 
be made to contribute in the first instance 
much more than the cost of the improve- 
ments and that the rebates shall be paid back 
as soon as the work is finished and the con- 
tractor properly com pensated. 

It is a notorious fact that nearly every con- 
tractor now employed in connection with mu- 
nictpal work is working hard for the gang 
candidate for Mayor. The contractors are not 
doing so in the interests of the taxpayers or of 
public economy. There is not a more selfish 
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class in the community. It they are working 


for the gang candidate it is because they be- 
lieve that they will be permitted to carry on 


their work in a cheap and slipshod fashion; 


that inspectors will be appointed under the 
administration of this candidate, if elected 
Mayor, who will not scrutinize too closely the 
character of the work or the quality of the 
material used. They are working for the gang 
candidate because they hope and believe that 
his administration will be liberal as to esti- 
mates, and that they can make large profite at 
the expense of the property-owners during his 
administration. 

If the proverty-owners would secure rigid 
economy in the work of special assessment 
they will be careful in the selection of their 
candidate for Mayor; they will vote for the 
one whose election means an administration 
conducted on sound and economical princi- 
ples, and which will insist on the employment 
of capable, experienced, and honest men to 
superintend public improvements. If there 
is to be a gang administration the property- 
owners will have to contribute to the mainte- 
nance of the gang. 


THE MENACING SILVER PROBLEM. 

In the March Forum the Hon. G. F. Will- 
iams of Massachusetts makes a point which 
has more than once been presented by TAS 
Trrsuxz to show. the critical nature of the 
present ‘situation as partly reflected in the 
smallness of the Treasury gold reserve. It is 
that the supply of gold to the Treasury is rap- 
idly diminishing through the legitimate chan- 
nel of the collection of duties: He quotes 
from the recent Treasury report that in No- 
vember, 1889, the gold receipts from customs 
at New York were 92.6 per cunt of the total 
receipts. A year later the percentage had 
fallen to 80.4, in two years to 43.5, and last 
November to 7.8 In the six months preced- 
ing the close of last November the average of 
gold so paid to the government was less than 
9 per cent of the total payments, It thus ap- 
pears that gold payments at the Custom- 
House by debtors of the government have 
nearly ceased, and if the same fact holds in 
the Department of Internal Revenue it may 
be said that the government cannot longer 
rely for its gold reserve upon the ordinary 
avenue of collection. 

How is the difficulty to be met? The slight 
increase in the Treasury stock of free gold 
due to sales by the banks in the last week or 
two might be exhausted in a few days by 
another rush to get gold for export to Europe. 
In this case the Secretary of the Treasury 
must face the question of issuing bonds to 
maintain the good faith of the country. But 
Mr. Williams says there is much thoughtless- 
ness in the talk about purchasing gold with 
bonds. The purchases must be made from 
abroad, and with the codperation of the banks 
if they are to avail anything. If the Treasury 
merely buys gold from our banks they can at 
once secure the gold again by presenting the 
bonds for redemption in gold. And if we 
should drain gold from Europe the conversion 
of our securities into money and the disrup- 
tion of the money market would be likely to 
follow. 

These considerations suggest it as legitimate 
to ask what is the use of replenishing the gov- 
ernment stock of gold by selling coin bonds, 
when everything points toa draining out of 
the gold as fast as it can be poured in unless 
something else be done to remove the arti- 
ficiality of tle situation? We cannot hope to 
return to natural conditions unless by action 
which provides for the utilization of the near- 
ly halfa biilion of now idle silver in the 
Treasury vaults, and which stock of idle, use- 
less silver goes on ever accumulating at the 
rate of four and a half million ounces per 
month, while silver note paper is increasing 
with equal pace and has to be kept artificially 
at parity with gold by redemption in the yel- 
low metal whenever that is demanded by the 
holder of the paper. 

The difficulty of keeping up this parity 
grows greater every month. The prongs of 
the dilemma are being sharpened during every 
day that the choice between them is delayed by 
the men to whose keeping the Nation has com- 
mitted the care of “its, credit, financial honor, 
and commercial prosperity. The cowardly, 
shifty, evasive demagogues will soon be 
crowded to the wall, where they must deal 
witb the question of utilizing the huge pyra- 
mid of sluggard silver which now lies like an 
incubus in the Nauonal Treasury. The gov- 
ernment cannot forever go on providing gold 
to redeem the silver paper on demand with the 
silver hidden away in the Treasury vaults, the 
very silver bought by the government for the 
express purpose of being used in redeeming 
its notes. it would be far better to face the 
issue now than to further delay till it is too 
late to prevent disaster. 


OUR FILTHY THOROUGHFARES, 

Jacob A. Riis of New York lectured Sun- 
day evening before a numberof the clubs 
meeting at the Hull House in this city. His 
subject was the tenement-house districts in 
New York and the condition of the poor, one 
with which he is well able to deal, he having 
been engaged in a special investigation of it 
during several years. He made the following 
caustic reference to the (un)sanitary condi- 
tions of Chicago: 

This afternoon I took a walk through some of 
your side streets and alleys and came to the con- 
clusion you had no municipal management. You 
cught to begin housecleaning, so to speak, and 
get your alleys and streets in better condition, 
never in our worst season have we had so much 
filth in New York City. If cholera should come 
this summer we would be able to suppress it, but 
you never would be able to stamp it out in cer- 
tain districts through which I passed today. 

All this may be too true, and yet there are 
some palliative conditions of which the speak- 
er omitted to take notice, Weare just grad- 
uating out of a winter season of unusual 
severity, and the thoroughfares might be ex- 
pected to be now in their worst condition. 
Then we are nearing the close of a municipal 
administration, when there never is much done. 
And in regard to danger from cholera it may 
be remarked that what would be fatal in New 
York is not necessarily so in Chicago. The pop- 
ulation is not packed together so densely here, 
for which reason a given quantity of filth is 
not so dangerous. The winds of heaven, 
which are generally in motion over and 
through the city, have free course in most of 
our thoroughfares, and can quickly carry off 
impurities which would otherwise do great 
harm. Nor do the people of Chicago have to 
endure the intense heats that often visit New 
York in the summer season and intensify the 
putrefactive process to a degree never ex- 
perienced here. Added to this is the impor- 
tant fact that we have an abundance of prac- 
tically pure water, not only sweeping past our 
doors in a continuous current around the 
lake, but it is distributed to the residences of 
the people in quantities that would be called 
prodigal in other cities, including the one on 
Manhattan Is land. 

Nevertheless, the sentences quoted ought to 
be memorized and acted upon. The fact that 
the situanon is a little overstated, because 
seen at its worst and by one not perfectly 
familiar with the conditions which make the 
situation somewhat less dangerous to the 
health of the people than it would be where 
he resides forms no good reason for neglect- 
ing the friendly warning. It is to be hoped 
that two weeks hence the voters of Chicago 
will elect to municipal office a Mayor and 
other officials who will feel the full weight of 
the responsibility resting upon them to make 
the city clean during the time the Fair is 
being held here and keep it so afterwards. It 
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- ministration which will thoroughly purge the 
streets and alleys of filth and dispose 
of the refuse in suitably situated crematories, 
that being the only way of disposmg of it with 
the minimum of annoyance and cost to the 
people who foot the bills for the service, This 
ought to be done not less out of regard for 
the health of the people than for the credit of 
the city in the estimatio:. of the many thou- 
sands of visitors who will come here this 
summer, and carry all over the civilized 
world statements of their impressions as to the 
desirability of Chicago for a place of resi- 
dence, as well as one in which to do business. 


THE RUSSIAN EXTRADITION TREATY. 

Anew extradition treaty with Russia has 
been ratified by the Senate and will be pro- 
mulgated in a short time. Although the 
matter has practically passed out of the hands 
of the government a number of emotional 
people in different parts of the country are 
demanding that the treaty be not put in force 
on the ground that under its provisions the 
Russian Government can secure the extradi- 
tion of any person accused of what would be 
considered here a purely political offense, 
The Russian penal code 


Makes any person guilty of the “ accomplished 
crime”’ of attempting the life of the Czar, and 
therefore subject to capital punishment, who may 
join any society whose aim is against the life, 
person, or dignity of the Czar. Further, that any 
person who gives shelter to a father, motber, hus- 
band, or wife. or any near relative of any person 
of such a society shall be subject to the same 
punishment as the principal offender. 


It is asserted that all poiitical offenders 
would have to be given up because of this law. 

These fears, entertained by those unfamiliar 
with the treaty, are baseless, as is the wild 
assertion that the Russian Government has 
agreed in return for the surrender of persons 
accused of political offenses to furnish troops 
to the United States when required, Such a 
call for troops might be made, said one 
foolish fellow at a meeting Sunday, in case 
there were serious labor troubles here, and 
those soldiers, being unfamiliar with the 
language and institutions of the American 
people, would obey whatever orders were 
given them. The new treaty declares that 
there shall be no extradition for what are 
known as political offenses, but adds: 

An attempt upon the life of the head of either 
government, or against tnat of any member of 
his family, when such an attempt cemprises an 
act either of murder or assassination or of poison- 


ing. shall not be considered a political offense, or 
an act connected with such an offense, 


Thus it will be seen that whoever actually 
attempts to murder the Czar or any member 
of his family, whether actuated by personal 
or political reasons, can be extradited, Not 
so, however, with persons charged with what 
may be called constructive attempts to mur- 
der. By the Russian law an individual who 
said he favored a republican form of govern- 
ment would be deemed guilty of attempting 
the life of the Czar, but the treaty, which is to 
be interpreted by American courts, says ex- 
plicitly that there must be an act. 

Probably none save Anarchists and those 
who sympathize with them would object to 
the surrender of a person who had thrown a 
bomb at the Czar, or would claim that that 
was “a political offense.”” The same persons 
doubtless would have fought a demand for 
the extradition of John Wilkes Booth if he 
had escaped to a foreign country. The dis- 
tinction between political agitation, or revolu- 
tion, and assassination is clear and ought not 
to be lost sight of. When the exact provision 
of the treaty—which is similar to the one 
made with Belgium ten years ago—becomes 
generally known the excitable people who are 
now worrying themselves probably will quiet 
down. 


A COMPULSORY EDUCATION LAW. 

This morning the House will consider a 
compulsory education bill designed to take 
the place of the Edwards law, repealed early 
in the session, but containing none of the 
obnoxious provisions which were smuggled 
into the latter. The pending bill provides 
merely that every child between the ages of 7 
and 14 must attend some public or private 
school at least sixteen weeks in each year. 
Any parent or guardian failing to compel the 
attendance of children is subject to a fine of 
not less than one and not more than twenty 
dollars. Authority is given to Boards of 
Education and school directors to appoint 
truant officers, who are to make inquiries into 
all supposed violations of the law. 

It would be a backward step were the Legis- 


lature to fail to pass some such measure com- 


pelling parents to give their children an edu - 
cation. Few are willing to carry the principle 
of “ parental rights 80 far as to claim that a 
father has a right to deprive his children of a 
common schooleducation. He has the right 
to send them to whatever school he pleases, 
public, private, or parocnial. But he must 
send them to some school, 

A compulsory law is greatly needed in this 
city, which has a large number of children 
who are growing up untaught except in the 
rudiments of crime, and few, if any, Chicago- 
ans are opposed to such a law. The German 
Lutherans want one, They have said so with 
much positiveness. The Roman Catholics 
would rather see the boys and girls go tosome 
school than no school. Therefore the Legis- 
lature should not get into a anarl or a fight 
ovet this question, but pass a bill which will 
deal with the case of children who do not 
want to goto school and of parents who re- 
fuse their children an educationso that they 
can keep them at work, Thisisa non-parti- 
san measure and Republicans and Democrats 
should unite to provide the necessary iegisla- 
tion. It should not be difficult to agree on a 
bill which will protect the rights of children 
and the community without infringing those 
of parents. 


Too von attention seems to be given the 
blood and thunder utterances of the Ulster pa- 
triots who threaten to line the ditches and 
“organize a rebellion” if the home rule bill 
is passed, Those Ulster patriots have always 
been loud in boasting what they would do if 
certain things came to pass, but they have al 
ways ineekly accepted the inevitable, In 1868, 
when it was proposed to disestablish the Irish 
Episcopal Church, similar wild threats were 
made, but they all ended in smoke, Thus at 
Newbliss in March, 1868, an Episcopal clergy- 
man, known as Flaming Flanagan, said: 
Our gracious sovereign should be reminded 
that one of her aucestors who swore to main- 
tain the Protestant religion forgot his oath 
and his crown was kicked into the Boyne.” 
And the present Recorder of Dublin, Mr. 
Falkiner, a few months after, told a meeting 
called to oppose the church dises 
tablishment bill, that “they must 
tell Mr, Gladstone if they could 
not valiantly succeed they couid 
nobly die.“ And so important a politician as 
the Hon. David Plunket, a Member of Par- 
liament for Trinity College of Dublin, who 
afterwards became a member of the Cabinet, 
said: We appeal to our brother Protestants 
in England and Wales to stand by us in this 
awful hour of our fortunes, We call upon 
them, not to drive us again to that old kind of 
material—physical resistauce.“ Col. Sander- 
son, the Duke of Abercorn, the Earl of Erne, 
and the rest of them have not said anything 
as violent against the home rule bili as any o 
the patriots above quoted, The patriots of 
the present day will climb down, too. They 
now prate about civil and religious liberty be- 
ing menacved. What they mean is, that their 


| ascendency is threatened, Their loyalty bas 
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Samuel Ferguson’s baliad, who wanted as a 

condition of his allegiance: 

The crown of the causeway in road or in street, 
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A LOCAL paper announces that the Ger- 
mans of Chicago will be heard from soon in a 
way that will not be pleasing to the Demo- 
oratio gang,“ and that within afew days an 
address will be issued calling attention to the 
way in which the Germans have been treated 
in the make-up of the municipal and town 
tickets. There are abundant reasons for such 
an address. According to Mr. Nelson’s table 
of nationalities of the registered voters of Chi- 
cago the Germans are double the number of 
the Irish in Chicago. More than half of the 
German voters have recently acted with the 
Democrats. Under the circumstances they 
are entitled to more of the offices than the 
Irish at the hands of the Democrats, who 
usually parcel them out on the basis of na- 
tionality. But the German claims or 
rights, as the case may de, have 
been ignored by the Democratic man- 
agers, Thus on the Democratic city ticket 
the Germans have no representation, while 
the Irish are given the most lucrative place, 
the City Treasurership. In the West Town, 
where the German Democrats outnurnber the 
Irish three to one, the latter have three of the 
candidates, Assessor, Collector, and Town 
Clerk, and the Bohemians are given the Super- 
visor. The Germans get nothing. In this 
respect they are just as well off as the native 
American. In the South Town an Irishmen 
heads the ticket and a German is given a sec- 
ondary place. In the North Town it is the 
same—an Irishman heads the ticket. In Hyde 
Park and Lake the principal nominations are 
given to Irishmen. Lake View is the only 
place where the Germans were treated with 
consideration by the Democrats. Twenty-oue 
of the thirty-four Democratic candidates for 
Aldermen are Irish, only four are Germans, 
Perhaps Germans are satisfied with this ar- 
rangement. They may be willing that the 
Irishmen shall fill the offices and that they 
shall do the votmg. It looks like it. They 
have acted in this spirit for some years now. 
Perhaps they wil! continue to do so.

SPAIN WILL RESENT INTERFERENCE. 


Report of French Aggression in San Do- 
mingo, 

Mapzip, March 20,—The Cabinet met in 
extraordinary session today in consequence 
of a report that French troops had landed in 
San Domingo. The question of American and 
French interference in San Domingo contin- 
ucs to cause much excitement in Spanish polit- 
ical circles. The ministry, it is understood, 
determined to resent any aggression, either 
upon the part of the United States or France, 
in San Domingo, but, the report that the 
French had landed troops there does not ap- 
pear to have any basis in truth. 

There are important differences in the min- 
istry upon various questions of finance, the 
colonies, and the navy, in regard to the sub- 
ject of retrenchment in those several depart- 
ments, each Minister insisting that the others 
ecunnmize and that he should not be 
compelled to retrench materially. The gov- 
ernmeat is in a straightened financial condi- 
tion and the necessity for ecanomy is obvious, 
but as the various Ministers are reluctant to 
yield and vehemently assert that their depart- 
ments are already carried on at the lowest 
possible figure a ministerial crisis is immi- 
nent. The present Cabinet, headed by Sefior 
Sagasta, was appointed only last December, 
but under Spanish law every ex-Minister is 
entitled to a pension for life whether his term 
of service has been long or short. 

Paris, March 20.—Nothing is known here to 
confirm the advices said to have been received 
in Madrid to the effect that French troops had 
made a landing in San Domingo. 


MUST PASS THE BILL OR DISSOLVE. 


Life of the Present Reichstag Expected to 
End the Last of April.

Pale with the pallor of ashes which are left 
by the fires of passion, and listless with ennui, 
the “ Woman of the Camellias” suddenly 
stands before the spectators at the center en- 
trance. Thus does Signora Duse make her 
entrance as Marguerite Gautier in Ca- 
milie.“ She does not drop the character to 
acknowledge the cordial and continued ap- 
plause. She is not there to propitiate her au- 
dience; she proposes to conquer. 

Smiles are cheap and they are winning; 
but she is chary of them; indeed, her econ- 
omy of them is a large part of her charm. 

She is gowned in white, as she is through- 
out the play. There are a few black bands 
here and there in her costume, and her coal- 
black hair is flung into contrast with her 
virginal vesture. Almost sullen, portraying 
the satiety of Camille, she is decidedly not 
beautiful. She has marks of the class to 
which Camille belongs in her blasé manner; 
and there is a quiet insolence in the way she 
stretches herself with feline relaxation ona

divan. There is no suggestion of physical 
loveliness; a man would be arrested anywhere 
by her wan, severe appearance, but sensuous 
charm she does not exhibit. Her white face 
is mobile; it is almost claylike in its mobil- 
ity; sorrow makes it strained and ghastly. 
while a smile when it does come, though 


that is rare, illumes the face un- 
til it takes on the radiance that 
is called beauty. Her costumes hang 


loogely on her; the features, as said before, 
are, when impassive, commonplace; but the 
face in its variety of changes flatters one until 
one wishes an artist like Whistler would im- 
prison forever each passing mood in black 
and white, 

Above All Coarseness. 

V hile Signora Duse isa natural actress in 
the extremest sense she never descends to 
triviality or to the coarse. Her faintness in 
the first act is unmarred by the usual cough; 
the delicacy that omits the offensive symptom 
is perfect. The gradual dawning of her feel- 
ing for Armand is marked by intinitegradationa, 
Her charactér buds out, not in a burst of color 
and fragrance, but fike a bud which slowly 
becomes a power, or like dawn whieh by in- 
sensible degrees becomes day. No one would 
fallin love with this Camille at t sight. 
The love that she would excite would be love 
not for a form or a face but for a

charmingly closed the act. 

In the country scene Camille was not 
radiant, Her happiness was not gushing; 
indeed, a shadow brooded*on her from her 
first appearance, She was foredoomed to 
sorrow, and no one in the audience could 
wish that the ending was a happy one. 
The interview with the Elder Duval was one 
which ought to be studied by artists. The 
ordinary playgoer hearing it in a toreign 
language would be justified in saying it was 
tame. So finely did the art of 
Duse conceal art that the interview 
in a purely theatrical sense lacked objectivity. 
Not that artist was ineffective, for she was 
supersubtle in her truth to nature; but she 
did not make allowance for the obtuseness of 
auditors who could not be in closest sympathy 
with a heroine speaking a foreign language. 

A trained listener looking for technica! mat- 
ters in the acting would feel that he could not 
catch in a single hearing more than half 
of the beauties of the Duse’s method. 
All the showy tricks that are employed 
by actresses in writing to Armand 
were eschewed by the present one. 
One felt a sense of disappointment at the 
matter-of-fact treatment of this scene. With 
the truth of all that was done there is no ob- 
jection to make, only something of senti- 
mental power that was wont to be in this in- 
terview was wanting. Perhaps this is equiva- 
lent to confess to a taste which has been de- 
veloped by the study of incorrect models. 

Her Emotional Power Not Great. 

The mental activity demanded by the ob- 
serving of delicate methods prevented one 
from submitting to the sway of the actress. 
This is the way in which one e to ex- 
plain the fact that at no time was one carried 
away emotionally by Signora Duse. As the 
Spiritualists say, the conditions were not fa- 
vorable. A great actress cannot be judged 
by one character—one not poised on the 
highest plane of manner and emotion— 
and regarding the temperamental force of the 
Italian actress one ventures to defer an opin- 
Her personal charm, also, is yet almost 
an unknown quantity; for itis hard to dis- 
tinguish clearly at present qualities that are 
personal and those that are assumed. 

Certain it is that in Signora Duse the acting 
of contemporary life is as easy as living itself, 
and yet fascinates one by its scientific exact- 
ness and its rigid exclusion of all artifice,

ANOTHER BERING SEA DECISION, 


Russian Commission Justifies the Seizure 
of British Vessels. 

Sr. Persrssure, March 20.—The commis- 
sion appointed to investigate questions con- 
nected with the Bering Sea fisheries advises 
that the territorial waters around the Bering 
Sea Islands be regarded as extending thirty 
miles from land. Off. the coast of Kam- 
schatka the territorial waters should 
be regarded as extending ten miles 
from land, since the female seals were wont 
to swim out ten miles to obtain food for their 
young. As regards the seizure of British 
ships in the Bering Sea the commission ap- 
pointed by the Foreign Office says the posi- 
tion of the Russian authorities was justified 
by the irregularity and evasiveness of the en- 
tries in the logs of these vessels.

ready reached the regate amount of $2,992,000, 
Illinois has receiv ts full allowance, $66,000, in 
four installments.

MINNESOTA INVESTIGATORS RETAIN 
RHODES’ LETTER BOOK, 


Judge Egan Dismisses the Motion and Re- 
fuses to Punish Legislators for Con- 
tempt—Ignatius Donnelly Terribly Ar- 
raigns the Coal “ Combine” and Attacks 
the Judge in His Official and Personal 
Character—Suits for Damages Begun— 
Prospect of a Lively Time at Springfield. 


Sr. Pacvu, Minn., March 20.—[Special. }— 
After the conflict between the Legislature and 
judical branches of the State government over 
the seizure of the books of the coal combine 
had today precipitated a scene unparalleled 
in the history of the State, the battle ended 
with nothing more serious than the engender- 
ing of a vast amount of baa blood and it 
terminated in victory for the Legislature—the 
court deciding that it had no jurisdiction in 
the cases and no authority to punish the offi- 


cers of the Legislature. 

Representative Richard A. Walsh, Chair- 
man of the joint coal investigating commit 
tee, in court admitted that he had the book 
which the combine sought to recover, but 
refused to disclose its whereabouts. The 
counsel for the combine wanted him pun- 
ished for contempt, but the State’s counsel 
held that the court had no jurisdiction. While 
the witness was on the stand Assistant Ser- 
geant-at-Arms of the House Wells stalked 
into the court-room and went direct to the 
foot of the witness-stand, where Mr. Walsh 
sat. Without any ceremony he ejaculated: 
* Your Honor, I am directed to produce the 
body of Richard A. Walsh in the House of 
Representatives at once.“ 

udge Egan excused Mr. Walsh, the lawyers 
having finished with him. Then Judge 
called the attention of the stenographer to the 
improper and wholly unprecedented actions 
and language of Mr. Wells. 

Mr. Munn, who, with the Attorney-General, 
represented the State, read an affidavit which 
he supplemented with a motion to dismiss the 
proceedings against Mr. Walsh. The affidavit 
recited the fact that the letter-book of Mr. 
Rhodes is in possession of Mr. Walsh under 
authority vested in him by the lature 
and that he was forbidden by resolution of 
that body to surrender it. Mr. Munn 
argued the question of jurisdiction. He 
read the section of the Constitution 
which exempts members of the Legislature 
from arrest, except for treason, breach of the 

ace, and felony, of none of which Mr. 
Walsh is charged. Attorney-General 
Childs claimed that the evidence con- 
tained in the letter book was material and im- 
portant for the investigation of the alleged 
coal combine. 

Questions Legislative Action. 


Mr. O’Brien claimed every resolution and 
action of the Legislature in this matter had 
been contrary to law. 

Judge Egan’s decision was as follows: 

If Mr. Walsh held it (the letter book) as a pri- 
vate individual under the former statement we 
could not assume, in any form or manner, to com- 

or direct him to produce the same, but would 
eave the plaintiff and the Sheriff under the affi- 
davit in replevin to take such action with refer- 
ence to the disclosure as they might deem in ac- 
cordance with law. In relation to the question as

It appears that the letter book is in the hands of 
the Pegulature, through one of its members and 
one of this committee, and that being manifest 
the court will not require any member of that 
committee to disclose anything furtber. No error 
has been committed, no transgression of any rule 
or statutes has occurred, and without saying 
further the court directs a discharge of the order 
to show cause. 

Attorney O’Brien for the combine asked 
the court to issue an order against Sergeant- 
at-Arms Basil Smout of the House to show 
cause why he should not be committed for 
contempt for passing the property out of his 
possession afterhe had been served with a 
process to produce the samein court. He 
made a motion that the court issue an order 
against J. W. Wells in contempt of court for 
having invaded the court while in session and 
taking therefrom a witness on the stand. 
motions were denied. 

Solons Got Angry. 


In the meantime much excitement existed 
in the Legislature, and in both Houses there 
were angry discussions over the detention of 
an officer of the Legislature by Judge 
In the Senate Mr. Sanborn of Ramsey County 
expressed the opinion that the investigating 
committee had exceeded its authority. Igna- 
tius Donnelly, Chairman of the Senate branch 
of the committee, retorted with one of the 
most terrible denunciatory speeches he ever 
made. Said he: 

The proposition of the Senator from Ramsey is 
an unheard of one. It is preposterous. Why go 
with beggarly mien and tattered garments before 
this miserable little courtof Ramsey County? 
In our department we are supreme. Our only 
limitation is in our judgment and discretion. We 
have nothing to do with the court, nor it with us. 
We are the lawmaking body. They inter- 

ret the law and are without power until we act. 

et they have for years been encroaching upon 
our power. We can scarcely pass a law that they 
cannot set aside upon a miserable, sneaking pre- 
text. The cabstone of it all is when the Senator 
from msey comes in here proposes that 
we lay down our power at the feet of a court 
composed, perhaps, of men elected by the lowest 
7 of the demagogue and of the vilest person- 
al life. 

Parliamentary law is clear on this question. 
The Sergeant-at-Arms is as exempt as members of 
the Legislature from arrest, and members them- 
selves are absolutely be ond the interference ex- 
cept the cases distinctly mentioned in 
the Constitution. We have acted under the 
scope the resolution which made our 
committee, and I cannot understand why these 

uibbles are raised in defense of this gang of 
thieves and robbers, We have this book proving 
not only this combination to exist, but that 
Rhodes is a liar and a perjurer, and we propose 
to hold it unless this Legislature deserts us; and 
if they do every man will bear the record of his 
act for the remainder of his life.

WANT THE SANITARY LAW AMENDED. 


Valley Villages Seek Protection from the 
Workmen Employed on the Canal. 

An important conference was held yester. 
day at the roums of the Drainage Board be- 
tween the members of that body, officers of 
the Towns of Summit, Spring Forest, and 
Lemont, and a representative of the Sheriff. 
The object of the conference was to devise 
some means of protection for the small towns 
and country villages alqng the line of the 
drainage canal from the depredations of the 
lawless element among the laborers. It was 
agreed that the valley towns should take con- 
certed action toward securing an amendment 
to the sanitary law, conferring police power 
upon the Drainage Board. Those present 
were: 

J. T. Allison, President of the Village Board of 
Summit; J. H. Winterburn, President of the Vil- 
lage Board of Spring Forest. comprising Willow 
Springs and Mount Forest; John M. McUarthy of 
the Town Board of Lemont; Deputy Sheriff Will- 
iam Weber and the Sheritf’s attorney, E. R. Bliss; 
and Sanitary Trustees Wenter, Altpeter, Cooley. 
Keliy, Eckhart, Russell, and Attorney Carter, and 
Clerk Judge. 

The gravity of the situation from the point 
of view of the valley villages was presented by 
the representatives of that locality present. 
It was shown that the jails and lockups along 
the line of the canal were already full to over- 
flowing. It was held that the Drainage 
Board, being in a measure responsible for the 
presence of the er: ge — in the 
vieini shou rly give the towns pro- 
Gus — enter replied by saying 
that the Drainage Board was willing to give 
any assistance that it could legally, but its at- 
torneys held thet the sanitary drainage law 
did not give any police power to the sanitary 
trustees. Attorney Bliss thought under the 
circumstances the trustees wouid be justifiad 
in straining a point in favor of giving the 
villages protection. ' 

The Sanitary Trustees have received letters 
from the Sheriffs of Cook and Will Counties 
promising codperation in keeping order this 
summer in the Desplaines Vailey. It is es- 
timated that from 56,000 to 10,000 laborers will 


be employed. 
LITTLE FOR PORK INSPECTORS ro DO. 


Half the Force of Ninety-two Men Now 
Idle—The Cause. 

Forty-six of the ninety-two government 
pork inspectors at the Stock-Yards are not 
employed this week. Next week the other 
forty-six will have arest. Pork is scarce and 
prices are high, and dealers can get so much 
for the meat in this country that it does not 
pay to export it to Europe. This leaves little 
for the government inspectors to do. 

‘> Halt the force was laid off last Wednesday 
for a week,” said William H. Bogart, Chief 
Clerk of Inspectors. ** Next Wednesday these 
men will go to work and the rest will have a 
week off. There is not enough for all to do. 
The number of hogs received at the yards has 
steadily decreased for a long time. This 
means that the amount of pork on sale is 
getting smaller and naturally prices go up. 
When prices get so high that it does aot pay 
to export pork, as is the case now, it 1s all 
sold in this country and that leaves the gov- 
ernment inspectors out of a job. It is proba. 
ble that this state of affairs will last until 
more hogs are raised in this country so that 
exportation can be resumed. 

his partial stoppage of exportation of pork 
is interesting from the fact that in England, 
Germany, and France a rise of one or two 
cents on the pound will stop the use of pork 
by many families, whereus a similar rise in 
this country would result simply in individual 
families using a little less than formerly.

HE HAS NOT RESIGNED. 


SUPT. BROWN OF THE DUNNING m. 
STITUTIONS STILL RULES. 


His Resignation Reposes in Commissioner 
Emerich’s Pocket and Will Not Be Pre- 
sented Until It Is Accompanied by a Re- 
port—A Fight Over His Successor Likely 
~Three Street Car Companies Secure 
Recommendations for Ordinances—Anal- 
yses Show the Purity of the Water. 


Dr. Benjamin E. Brown, Superintendent of 
the county institutions at Dunning, did not 
present his resignation to the County Board 
at yesterday’s session as it was expected he 
would. Commissioner Emerich is responsible 
for the delay. 

On the list of employés at the various coun- 
ty institutions and the names of the Commis- 
sioners who made the appointments, a roster 
which the Republican members who have no 
appointees forced from the Democrats much 
against their will, Commissicner Emerich’s 
name appears opposite Supt. Benjamin E. 
Brown's. When the doctor wrote out his 
resignation, to take effect April 15, he hanaed 
it to Commissioner Emerich and asked him 
to present it to the board. Instead the resig- 
nation reposes in the Commissioner’s pocket. 

“There it will remain,” said Mr. Emerich 
yesterday, “until the doctor has prepared a 
report giving his balance sheet, citing his 
every act since he has been Superintendent 
and setting forth What obstacles he has had 
to overcome. He can do that, and I want 
both report and resignation to go to the board 
together. I guess he will be ready next Mon- 
day. Then I’ll report his resignation.” 

_A bitter fight among the Commissioners is 
likely to result from the efforts to appoint Dr. 
Brown’s successor, Commissioner Emerich 
says the appointment is his and he shall name 
the man to flil the doctor’s shoes. His col- 
leagues differ from him as to his rights, and 
declare the Superintendent must be 
upon in caucus as before. Mr. Emerich said 
yesterday he would certainly appoint the doc- 
tor’s successor and that the man he has 
his eye on has not yet been named with refer- 
ence to the office. It is thought Supervisor 
Jones of the Insane Asylum will be man. 

An order was passed directing the removal 
of the State’s-Attorney’s office to new quar- 
ters across the street until the permanent of- 
fices in the new Criminal Court Building are 
finished. The offices will be transferred from 
the Revere House April 1. 


STREET CAR FRANCHISES APPROVED. 


Council Committee Takes Favorable Ac- 
tion on Ordinances for Three Companies. 

Two important ordinances intended to 
grant street car franchises for the West Side 
were discussed by the Council Committee on 
Streets and Alleys West yesterday. One is in 
the interest of the Ogden Street railway 
company, and was recommended for passage 
in the Council without discussion. The route 
asked for by the company is as follows: 

West Forty-eighth, from Madison street to 
Twelfth; West Forty-fourth, from West Madison 
to Twelfth; West Forty-fourth to West Forty- 
eighth; West Twelfth, from West Fortieth to 

est Forty-eighth; West Fortieth, from Madison 
to West Thirty-third; West Twenty-sixth, from 
West Forty-fourth to West Forty-sixth; West 
Forty-fourth, from West Twenty-fifth to West 
Twenty-sixth; West Twenty-fifth, from Oakley 
avenue to West Forty-fourth; West Sixteenth, 
from Albany to West Forty-sixth. 

The use of animal or motor power 1s al- 
lowed, but if the use of electricity is adopted 
an overhead system w specifiea. A five-cent 
fare is also provided. Representatives of the 
company said the new road was backed by 
capitalists interested in the Cicero and Pro- 
viso company. 

Another ordimance recommended by the 
committee for passage was one granting a 
franchise to the Jefferson Street railway com- 
pany. The route proposei by the company is 
as follows: 3 

Elston avenue from Milwaukee avenue to 
line; Beimout avenue from Elston to intersection 
of Belmont, Clybourn, and Western avenues; 
Crawford avenue from Elston avenue to Petter- 
son avenue, east to Lincoln, and south on Craw- 
ford avenue from Elston avenae to Irving Park 

evard; Lawrence avenue from Elston to Mil- 
waukee avenue, and Milwaukee avenue to city 
line: Montrose boulevard from Elston avenue to 
Stewart avenue, north to Franklin. west to Jef- 
ferson avenue, south to Irving Park boulevard, 
and west to city line; Warner avenue from Elston 
avenue to Western avenue, west on Warner to 
Ridgland avenue, and north to city line; Jeffer- 
son avenue from Warner to Irving Park boule- 
vard; Elston avenue from Western avenue to city 
line; California avenue from Elston to Melrose 
avenue. 

The company is required to run cars be- 
tween 6 o’cluck a. m. and 12 o’clock at night 
at least once each hour. The road is required 
to be constructed on the surface, but no mo- 
tive power is specified. 

The ordinance of the Chicago and Eagle- 
wood Electric Street railway company was 
before the Council Committee on Streets and 
Alleys South. An amended ordinance was 
recom mended for passage, the frontage peti- 
tion with which it was accompanied being sent 
to the Corporation Counsel for verification. 
The ordinance is for an electric road on 
streets between Sixty-seventh and One Hun- 
dred and Seventh streets, Cottage Grove ave- 
nue and Halsted. street, and connecting with 
the alley L, the Cottage Grove avenue cable 
and the South Chicago electric. The amended 
ordinance gives the company two years instead 
ot one in which to complete the building of its 
road, fixes a life of twenty years for the fran- 
chise, and provides that the company shall 
give transfers at all connections with its own 
lines. J. P. Mallette and others were present 
in the interest of the ordinance. Mr. Mallette 
said it was the intention to complete the road 
from Vincennes avenue and Eighty-seventh 
street to Sixty-fourth street, connecting with 
the Cottage Grove avenue cable, by July 1. 

The old fight of the ptoperty-owners inj the 
vicinity of Lake avenue and Forty-first street 
against the Union Stock-Yards company con- 
cerning the switch tracks on Forty-first-street 
was brought up on an attempt to recommend 
an ordinance giving the Stock-Yards company 
the right to put down two additional tracks at 
the point in question. Lyman Trumbull rep- 
resented the property-owners. He told the 
committee that the Stock-Yards company was 
maintaining the two tracks already down on 
Forty-first street, and which crossed Lake 
avenue, one of the main thoroughfares of that 
locality, in defiance of any right, and that it 
would be illegal to grant the company per- 
mission to cross Lake avenue with two ad- 
ditional tracks. A subcommittee of three was 
appointed to investigate the matter. 

t was recommended that the collection of 
assessments for the Twenty-fifth street drain- 
age department be staid for one year. 


CHICAGO’S PURE WATER SUPPLY. 


Recent Analyses Show That It Never Was 
More Wholesome than Now. 

Commissioner of Health Ware has prepared 

a statement referring to the condition of Chi- 

cago drinking water. Analyses made by 

Prof. Walter S. Haines of the Rush Medical 


College are given. 

„They show,“ says Dr. Ware, a condition 
of purity never before approached to my 
knowledge. Samples of water have been 
taken from hydrants and not from the water 
at the crib. his makes the fact all the more 
remarkable. These analyses indicate a condi- 
tion of things most satisfactory to water con- 
sumers and are a complete refutation of state- 
ments by papers in the East and abroad. 
Any one can tell by examining into Prof. 
Haines’ report that there is absolutely noth- 
ing to be feared. The tests were made in 
October, January, and this month. The pres- 
ence of chlorine is usually considered the test 
of the condition of water, and I call special 
attention to the report in this direction. Part 
of this report I took oceasion to send abroad, 
but for some reason it does not counteract the 
impression that has been created. Our drink- 
ing water is not bad. It has never been bet- 
ter. The work of Prof. Haines cannot be 
questioned and the facts speak for them- 
selves.” 

The latest analysis, made March 16, shows 
the percentage of chiorine in 1,000,000 parts of 
water to be 2.6.

Her parents thought they 
had eloped, but still Saturday they looked all 
over Pass Christian for them on decount of the 
many inquiries as to their whereabouts. Mr. and 
Mrs. Nunnemacher left Pass Christian Saturday 
evening, expecting to find the lovers in New Or- 
leans, or at least to meet them in Milwaukee. 
There is no truth whatever in the rumor that Mr. 
Miller was seen at Pass Christian Saturday. as 
Mr. Nunnemacher was on that day inquiring all 
over that small town for him, and noone had 
seen him. The newspaper rumor, too, of jealousy 
being the cause of the tragedy is pmaqinery: and 
only causes both families more pain, Mr. Nunne- 
macher thinks that both Mr. Miller and his 
daughter are equally to blame.

PREPARING TO OPEN CHEROKEE STRIP. 


Arrangements Making by Secretary Smith 
That Will Please Intending Settlers. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 20.—Secretary 
Hoke Smith 1s making preparations to carry 
into effect the act ratifying the agreement 
with the Indians ceding to the government 
the Cherokee Strip. In a letter to Gov. Seay 
of Oklahoma the Secretary asks for informa- 
tion and suggestions as to the establishment 
of counties and other matters connected with 
the opening of the strip to public settlement. 
The Commissioner of Indian Affairs has been 
directed to prepare regulations to govern 
in making the seventy allotments provided 
for in the agreement, for which there are 
already on file more than 100 applications. In 
view ot this complication Chief Harries has 
been requested to indicate what the views of 
the council are in regard to it. All other need- 
ful preparations are being made to hasten the 
opening of the strip to settlement, James H. 
Cisney, United States Indian Inspector, now 
at Arkansas City, Kas., in a reportto the In- 
terior Department expresses the opinion that 
there will be no unlawful invasion of the 
Cherokee Strip, and this opinion, he says, is 
shared by Col. Wade, whois in command of 
all the troops on the outlet, and Capt. Fore- 
bush and Capt. Bishop, who are in command 
at Chilocco and Caldwell respectively. 


HOOSIER WHITECAPS TO BE TRIED. 


Murder of a Farmer Several Years Ago the 
Crime Charged. 

Owexnssorno, Ky., March 20.—[Special. |— 
Eleven farmers of Perry and Crawford Coun- 
ties, Ind., are under indictment charged 
with the murder of John Davidson, a farmer 
of Crawford County. Six years ago these 
eleven men were members of a gang of 
Whitecaps who terrorized this region by mur- 
der. John Davidson was suspected of com- 
plicity in the alleged abduction of an Irish 
girl named Annie Hannegan. Davidson was 
taken trom his home at night and hanged. 
It was soon proven that Davidson, had no 
knowledge of the alleged vutrage, but the 
secrets of the Whitecap band were so well 
kept that no direct evidence against them 
could be presented in court, One of the lead- 
ers of the gang turned State’s evidence, which 
led to the indictmeat of these eleven members 
of the gang.
